Perhaps you remember the ‘Lemon Lily” that was the favorite flower in your 
grandmother’s garden. 


That “Lemon Lily” is one of the oldest of the Daylily family. It is not a true 
lily at all, but is properly known as Daylily or Hemerocallis—which means 
“beautiful for a day.’ Each morning the Daylily refreshes its beauty with newly 
opened flowers to give your border or garden a constant splash of color. 


Originally, Daylilies came from the Orient. In Europe the production of 
horticultural Daylilies began about 1890, and shortly thereafter hybridizing and 
breeding began. Of these older varieties some of the best proved to be Apricot, 
Gold Dust, and Tangerine. 


Dr. A. B. Stout, Curator of Education and Laboratories of one of the finest 
metropolitan botanical gardens in the United States, is a true pioneer in breeding 
new forms of Daylilies. Since 1912 he has produced more than 70,000 Daylily 
seedlings. These have been carefully evaluated over a period of years in New 
York City and at Weiser Park, Pa. 


A very high standard was set by Dr. Stout and by us; as a result, only 48 of 
these seedlings have been introduced since 1931. Some of these introductions 
still exist in such small quantities that they have been withdrawn from com- 
mercial lists and have been held for propagation.

FLAVA. 3 ft. May, June. The old fragrant 
“Lemon Lily.” Clear Ilemon-yellow. 


FULVA MACULATA. 4 ft. July to late 
Aug. Very large bold flowers, similar in 
color to the common “Roadside lily” but 
much larger and Jater. 


GOLD DUST. 2 ft. May, June. Deep 


yellow flowers, bronze on reverse side. 


HYPERION. 4 ft. July, August. Large 
canary-yellow flowers (5-6”). Long bloom 
season. — 


KWANSO FLORE-PLENO. 314 ft. July to 
Iate Aug. Large, double, coppery orange 
flowers, on heavy stems. 


QUEEN OF MAY. 214 ft. June. A taller 
and larger early variety. Flowers full, 
broadly spread to 4”. Pale apricot-orange. 
Usually repeats bloom m autumn. 


OPHIR. (Farr.) 414 ft. Early July to mid- 
Aug. Waxy golden yellow flowers, 5” 
across, 6” long; strong stems 4 to 5 feet 
high.

HOW TO PLANT 
DAYLILIES 


Daylilies are extremely hardy and 
meager in their requirements. A few 
suggestions follow. 


Protect roots from sun and air to pre- 
vent drying before planting. Do not 
plant too deep. Note “bleach” at 
throat of plant in illustration below, 
and plant to depth where foliage turns 
green. 


Spread roots well apart, and work 
good soil between them. When hole 
has been refilled, water plant liberally. 
Leave slight depression to catch and 
retain surface water. 


Plant at least 2 feet apart. Do not 
mulch unless planted very late in fall. 
Even then, use only “non-sogging”’ 
materials, and do not smother.

Glossary of Hemerocallis Terms 


Halo. A light overcast of deeper color of entire 
flower, pronounced at outer edge. 


Mid-vein. The pronounced line in the mid-zone 
from throat to outer edge of petal. 


Mid-zone. Refers to the center strip of the 
petals and sepals. 


Petal. All flowers have petals and sepals. The 
three larger innermost divisions are petals. 


Recurving. Turning backward of petals and 
sepals to form a full flower. 


Scape. The upper part of the flower stem, which 
carries the buds. Flower buds open daily 
throughout the blooming period. ‘Much 
branched”’ indicates many flower buds. 


Sepals. The three smaller divisions of the 
flower. In many varieties the petals and sepals 
are separate colors, creating a bicolor. 


Spot or Eye. Very distinct dark color in petals 
near throat. See picture of Mikado, page 8. 


Veins. Many varieties show distinct fine lines of 
darker color throughout the sepals and petals.
